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Eing carried downe from London to 
Seuth-hampton by Maſter Thomas Maſom 
September 1640. word was brought 
me of a Mayd dead, 16yeares of age: and 
being requeſted ro ſee what Dilcaſe ſhee 
dyed of, I tooke my Chirurgion with mee, 
and went, And after ſe&tion or ſearch , I 
found as followtth, a gallon and a halfe of 
greene watcr in the belly , that ſtunk worſe 
then carrion ; under the lyver an Impoſtume 
as biggas my fiſt , full of greene black cor- 
rupted Matter , and the lyver black and rot : 
The ſpleene and kidneyes wholly decayed ; 
and the place as black as ſoot : the bowells 
they were fretted, ulcerated, androtten. In 
the cheſſe was two great handfulls of black 
burnt bloud in duft or powder : the heart 
was all ſound, butnot a drop of bloud in it: 
nor one ſpoonfullin the whole body.
